The state itself must decide 
whether it wishes to grant free- 
dom of choice to communities or 
choose the chaos of no school 
system at all. To choose the lat- 
ter would handicap a generation 
of children for life, as the judge 
indicated in his opinion. 


Georgia’s 1959 Legislature 
created a. study commission 
which met in each of the state’s 
10 congressional districts. In five 
of them a majority of witnesses 
urged open schools, with what- 
ever small amount of desegrega- 
tion is required. Five others pro- 
duced more persons to urge 
closing all schools. 


It was a feature of the meet- 
ings that those who wanted 
schools abolished, rather than 
comply with law, were older per- 
sons, some of them quite old. 
Few of these witnesses had chil- 
dren. One old man, in trembling 
voice, offered to give his life to 
prevent any compliance. Some of 
these spoke in terms of the Civil 
War. These persons were joined 
by the various KKK groups and 
the more extreme voices of 
slander and deceit. 


Younger persons, including 
some students and parents, spoke 
for maintaining public education. 


Special Hearings 


In special sub-committee hear- 
ings at Columbus and Atlanta, 
support for open schools was 
overwhelming. 


The decision, which will be 
appealed, will, if sustained, pro- 
ject the issue into the bedlam of 
the 1961 legislative races. It will 
not be possible to make the choice 
in a rational atmosphere. But the 
voting booths are at least private 
and conscience can there express 
itself. 


The Federal District Court was 
plain enough in its ‘word to the 
state—it is a last chance for the 
people to decide on abolishing 
or retaining public schools. 


The appeal courts must decide, 
of course, to what extent the 
constitutional rights of children 
are being denied. The judge 
noted in his opinion that the 
order in 1961 would apply to the 
lith and 12th grades.: A plan, 
ordered by the court, had spe- 
cified a beginning this coming 
fall with the 12th grade. 


Previous decisions by circuit 
courts of appeals and the US. 
Supreme Court have laid stress 
on a beginning in good faith. At- 
torneys who opposed the order 
extending compliance to 1961 
emphasized the fact that the Leg- 
islature had refused any permis- 
sion for local boards to make a 
start in good faith and there was 
no guarantee that of 1961 would 
so act. There was also the argu- 
ment, supported by previous de- 
cisions, that it is not up to the 
Legislature but the court to say 
when a beginning shall be made. 


Benefit by Delay 


The state and the children in- 
volved might benefit from the 
delay and affirmative action by 
an appeals court in that the peo- 
ple now know what they face. If 
they can close their ears to the 
madness of those who incredibly 
prefer a state in which the chil- 
dren have no access to stable 
education, with consequent in- 
ability to enter. colleges outside 
the state, or to hold good jobs at 
home, they might then elect a 
Legislature which would free the 
people and give them the right of 
free choice.

Ike-Ordered Flights 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Unit- 
ed States acknowledged Monday 
it has sent spy flights into the 
Soviet Union—under President Ei- 
senhower’s general orders. 


The State department did not 
discourage a deduction that such 
flights may continue until Soviet 
leaders open their borders to in- 
spection. 


Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter, in making the acknowl- 
edgement, strongly defended in- 
telligence flights by unarmed civ- 
ilian planes as urgently nceeSsary 
to guard the non-Communist world 
against surprise Soviet attack. 


In a special statement, Herter 
suggested that next week’s sum- 
mit conference make an earnest 
attempt to agree on safeguards 
which would end the threat that 
either side could suddenly launch 
a nuclear onslaught against the 
other.

Twitty said the Sibley report in- 
dicated majorities in some 121 
counties oppose any integration. 


Senate Floor Leader Robert 
Culpepper, retiring under the Sen- 
ate rotation system, said he does 
not think “there will be any sub- 
stantial change in legislative 
thinking.” 

Both floor leaders doubted the 
matter will be a political issue 
in the 1960 legislative races be- 
cause of the preponderance of 
pro-segregation feeling.

Hooper delayed desegregation of 
Atlanta’s public schools Monday 
until 1961, thus giving Georgia a 
“last chance” to save its public 
schotl system. 


In overruling a Negro attorney’s 
motion that he order the Atlanta 
Board of Education to begin opera- 
tion of its school desegregation 
plan this year, Judge Hooper 
pinned his hopes for open schools 
on next year’s General Assembly. 


The judge’s formal ruling, hand- 
ed down Monday afternoon, set for 
the first time a flat compliance 
date for the order—May 1, 1961. 


This means that under his 
ruling no integration would be 
possible until the beginning of the 
fall term of 1961. Under the At-

Because of the delay, the judge 
also modified the plan so that 
the 11th as well as the 12th grades 
would be desegregated in May 
1961.

The State Highway Board said 
Monday it will not accept a 
faulty paving project on a road 
contract near Hawkinsville until 
the primary contractor corrects 
the deficiency. 


A ruling from the state attor- 
ney general's office prohibits the 
Highway department from mak- 
ing final payment until the error 
has been corrected, said Highway 
Board Chairman Jim Gillis. 


The attorney general’s ruling 
said the primary contractor—in 
this case Henry Newton Co. of 
Decatur—is responsible to the 
state for the entire contract even 
though portions are sublet to 
other contractors.

A plan by which top Georgia 
high school students may borrow 
money from the state to pay for 
college training and repay it by 
teaching in Georgia classrooms 
won 5-2 approval from the State 
Board of Education Monday. 


The scholarship program was 
voted by the Georgia General As- 
sembly. What the board ap- 
proved Monday was details of 


tthe plan worked out. by officials 


of the Department of Education. 


Mrs. S. C. Patterson, the de- 
partment’s G@ief teacher recruit- 
ment officer, said the plan is 
based largely on Georgia’s med- 
ical scholarship program, by 
which medical students are edu- 
cated with state scholarships and 
repay the money by practicing 
medicine for at least five years 


The 1960 Legislature earmarked 
$150,000 for operation of the 
scholarship program during the 
coming fiscal year. 


Scholarships would be avail- 

able to high school students who 
graduate in the upper 20 per cent 
of their classes, have been Geor- 
gia citizens for at least one year, 
are of good health, who sign an 
agreement to teach in Georgia 
public schools after college gradu- 
ation and who maintain at least a 
“B” average while in college. 


Students who receive scholar- 


ships and who default on their 
end of the agreement, either by 
dropping out of college, by fail- 
ing to maintain a “B” average 
for any two consecutive quarters, 
or by any other means, will be 
required to pay back the money 
at 5 per cent per year interest.

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Judge Hooper Gives 
State Another Year 


Judge Frank Hooper of the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court has delayed an order to in- 
tegrate qualified pupils in the Atlanta 
school system until September, 1961, 
with the specific statement he is doing so 
to give the Georgia Legislature a “last 
chance” to save the public school system, 
not merely of Atlanta, but of the state. 


An order to admit qualified Negro 
children to Atlanta schools will be issued 
in May, 1961, and would become applica~- 
ble with the opening of schools for the 
1961 term. 


Negro citizens, who have earned re- 
spect of thoughtful persons by their 
quiet, agitation-lacking though persistent 
legal efforts to have the 1954 Supreme 
Court decision implemented, probably 
will be the long-term gainers from Judge 
Hooper’s decision if the appeal is denied. 


It admittedly is best that the people 
themselves make the decision. There can 
be no charge that federal authority is 
forcing something upon the people. The 
Legislature now has a fixed date. So do 
the people. The recent Sibley Study Com- 
mission report provided the first expres- 
sion of views at the state level on the 
law and possible consequences. It also 
offered a positive program under which 
the state can prevent school closings. 

We now know that state laws cannot 
prevail over federal laws. When the two 
conflict, federal law, as interpreted by the 
U.S. Supreme Court, is controlling. No 
state constitution has authority over the 
federal and any provision in a state con- 
stitution in conflict with the nation’s is 
invalid. The Sibley commission’s majority 
acknowledged all this. 

Claims of state’s rights, so fanatically 
and persistently presented, have deceived 
many persons who quite understandably 
want to retain the status quo. It will be 
a tragedy if we listen to those who 
preach defiance with no “effort to live 
within the framework of federal court 
decisions. To do so will cost us the public 
school system. 

Judge Hooper plainly said this was a 
last chance. He said further the schools 
could be closed as much ‘as a year with 
children in the streets and teachers leav- 
ing the state in droves. 

Georgians now can make up their 
minds. Do they want their children to have 
full opportunities with other children? Or 
do they prefer to sustain prejudices and 
angers and let their oWn children pay the 
bill in educational handicaps which will 
burden them as wage earners and heads of 
families for the rest of their lives? 

The federal court has spoken. 

It will not close schools. Georgians 
themselves must make the decision.

‘Open Skies’ Plan Is 
Still a Good Proposal 


Sen. Russell seems to have hit the 
nail on the head in saying that it was “‘al- 
most incredibly stupid” that the U.S. re- 
connaissance plane shot down in the So- 
viet Union could have been sent on such 
a mission so near the approaching summit 
conference. 

Certainly Premier Khrushchev has 
been quick and vigorous in exploiting an 
important political and psychological ad- 
vantage. The United States indeed has 
been caught in a major espionage opera- 
tion with all its consequent embarrass- 
ments. 

The fact that the Soviet Union con- 
stantly engages in such operations is well 
known. Communists spy networks have 
been exposed and yet they still continue. 
It is a fact of the cold war and Commu- 
nist ambitions. And because of the Iron 
Curtain it is obvious the United States 
has used various devices, including re- 
connaissance flights along Communist 
borders, to gather whatever information 
possible. 

The military significance of the ac- 
tual shooting down of the plane could be 
considerable. If we have successfully 
been carrying out such flights, the U-2 
reconnaissance plane has been evading 
the vaunted Soviet defenses. It must 
have gained considerable and valuable in- 
formation. Now that one has been shot 
down, it indicates the Soviets have im- 
proved their aerial defenses. Even at that, 
the U-2 must be quite a successful air- 
craft. 

Reportedly President Eisenhower will 
appeal to the Soviet Union to end the 
reason such flights have been necessary 
through relaxation of international ten- 
sions and disarmament. His “open skies” 
proposal of several years ago still stands. 
But for the present the United States is 
embarrassed before the world while the 
need for espionage stays. 


REA Celebration To Be 
In Appropriate Setting 


It is most appropriate that the national 
celebration of the Rural Electrification 
Administration’s 25th birthday Wednes- 
day be held at Warm Springs. 

It was, in the words of the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in “a little white cottage 
at Warm Springs, Ga.,” that the REA was 
born. 

Back in those days only 11 per cent of 
America’s farms had electricity. Those 
now without it are a rarity. Not only has 
REA made life on the farm more pleas- 
ant but it has played a significant role in 
increasing the efficiency of farm opera- 
tions. In addition a new billion-dollar an- 
nual market in electrical appliances was 
created by the program. 

Congress and the executive branch of 
government will accord due recognition 
to the 25th anniversary of REA. But the 
real celebration will be at Warm Springs 
where a man with vision and compassion 
saw the need for rural electrification and 
then with the vigor that marked all his 
endeavors, turned on the lights for rural 
America. 
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Tax Receipts Reflect 
Late Freeze Damages 


Gov. Vandiver’s ‘“go-slow-on-spend- 
ing” request to departments of state gov- 
ernment stems from the severe losses of 
the late winter freezes. These are being 
reflected in curtailed sales tax and prob- 
ably income tax receipts, indicating the 
damage was as great or greater than esti- 
mated. 

It is to be hoped, of course, that re- 
covery will be rapid and that the state 
will. bounce back to anticipated reve- 
nues. Since much of the governor's in- 
creased spending program depended upon 
rising revenues, the latter undoubtedly 
will determine full implementation of that 
program. 

The governor continues to point out 
correctly that the state cannot spend 
money it does not have and that expendi- 
tures must ‘be tailored to revenues. In do- 
ing so, however, we are confident the 
administration will do its utmost to fi- 
nance essential services on schedule as in- 
dicated in the governor’s letter yesterday 
to the State Department of Education.

Labor Loses Grip 
In British Politics 


LONDON—The Republicans in the United 
States can best appreciate what the British La- 
bor Party is going through ‘today. British Jabor ‘ 
is experiencing the same erosion and divisiveness—in policy, in 


party organization and in political strength—which go with long exile 
from office and right now is in the midst of one of its fiercest intra- 


party strifes. 


For the Republicans in the 
United States it took five consecu- 
tive defeats from 1932 to 1948, the 
most,@etting at the hands of Tru- 
man, afd new leadership in the 
person of Gen, Eisenhower before 
they were able to orm their 
ranks and recapture the presi- 
dency. 


Already the British Labor Party 

has suffered three consecutive 
losses at the hands of Winston 
Churchill, Anthony Eden and the 
worst at hands of Harold Mac- 
millan lé$s than a year ago. 
‘ Why? What explains it? What is 
happening to British Labor that 
gives the liberal Tories such an 
apparently firm hold on the elec- 
torate? 


The new controversy within 
Labor ranks, which has seemingly 
blown up suddenly but which has 
very deep roots, offers an excel- 
lent case study. ¢ 

Here is the way it all came to 
a head: 

The Macmillan government told 
the House of Commons several 
days ago that it was going to quit 


Skybolt or, perhaps, Polaris. 
Gaitskell, who wields the most 
powerful and cohesive force in 
the Labor Party, was in Haifa at- 
tending a Socialist international 
convention. Whereupon other lead- 
ers of the party rose from the front 
benches and plunged. in different 


directions. George Brown, a Gait- 
skell aid, suggested that Labor 
might withdraw its bipartisan sup- 
port of Britain’s possession of an 
independent nuclear deterrent. 
Then the leftwingers in the labor 
movement attacked Gaitskéll un- 
mercifully, calling for total aban- 
donment of all nuclear weapons, 
for unilateral disarmament, and 
for a return to the party’s historic 
pacifism. They held that Gaitskell 
would have to toe the line — their 
line — when he got back. 

Their prophecy was wrong. They 
misjudged their man. He instantly 
came out against all pressures in 
the direction of neutralism, uni- 
lateralism and pacifism. He de- 
clared that Britain must stand by 
its alliance and retain its de- 
fenses. He held that any other 
policy would “be profoundly 
dangerous to our own security and 
that of the world.” 


This made a lot of sense to most 
Britons but there is no evidence 
that it will securely reunite the 
Labor Party.

As ‘Stupid’ 


Sen. Russell predicted Monday 
that no American plane will fly 
over Russian territory until after 
the summit conference. 


He said the timing was “‘incred- 
ibly stupid’’ but vigerously de- 
fended the necessity of espionage 
missions. 


Russell, chairman of the power- 
ful Armed Forces Committee of 
the Senate, was in Atlanta to pay 
his $1,500 qualification fee for his 
sixth consecutive Senate race. 


SURPRISE TO IKE 


He is expected to have little or 
no opposition. 


The senator, who is privy to 
many of the nation’s top military 
secrets, declared he knew nothing 
about the recent espionage flight. 


“The president didn’t know 
about it’’ either, he declared. 


But, Russell added, “I doubt 
very seriously this was the first 
flight that was made.’ 


NOTHING NEW 


“No sane person would doubt 
that we have been trying to get 
information as to the location of 
vital armaments plants and mili- 
tary information behind the Iron 
Curtain. 


‘“‘We have a great deal of infor- 


mation about Russia. 


“This is nothing new. They've 
stolen us blind. They know where 
our installations are. They have a 
system of espionage that gave 
them three years on the develop- 
ment of the atomic bomb.” 


“STUPID” 

But Russell added that “‘it was 
incredibly stupid they would send 
this man out this close to the 
summit conference. 


“Tt was a risk that I don’t think 
should have been taken,’’ he con- 
tinued. 


“I doubt very much that there 
will be any other of our planes 
flying over Russian territory for 
the next few weeks,”’ Russell said. 


The senator scoffed at Russian 
boasts that the American plane 
was downed by a super rocket. 
CHINESE PRESSURE 

“If it had been caught by any 
of our rockets, the pilot wouldn't 
be around to tell about it,” he 
said. 


Whether the summit conference 
achieves any success will depend 
on Khrushchev, Russell said. The 
Russian leader is under tremen- 
dous pressure from the Chinese to 
wreck the meeting, he added. 


“Tt would be a slow form of sui- 
cide for us to give up those bases 
(abroad) without some sort of 
agreement with Russia,’’ Russell 
declared. “The Russians don't 
want any form of disarmament 
except for us to disarm.”’

Following is the text of 
Judge Frank Hooper's state- 
ment setting forth what his 
forthcoming court order on 
the Atlanta school desegre- 
gation suit will do: 


THE COURT: I'm going to 
make a statement here. I’m not 
going to enter any order of court 
this morning. It'll have to be 
entered later, and what I’m stat- 
ing here will be only the basis 
for an opinion which I will write 
later. But I think that the people 
of our state here should know 
as soon as possible about the 
immediate situation. I'll take this 
statement which I’m making 
more or less off the cuff and 
edit it and write it in the form 
of a formal opinion. 


I want to give a brief history 
of this particular case. This suit 
was filed, and as far as I can 
tell the people of Georgia were 
rather complacent about this 
whole situation. My colleague, 
Judge Boyd Sloan, and I there- 
fore in the fall of 1958 passed 
an order advising that this case 
would be tried before September 
1959. Not until that order was 
signed and the people began to 
see that something would be done 
before September 1959 did the 
public take any interest in it 
hardly at all. At that time, there 
were meetings held, and various 
organizations were gotten together 
and this, that and the other to 
attempt to try to save the public 
schools, particularly in Atlanta. 


This court had a hearing in 
June 1959 in which it declared 
that segregation as practiced in 
the Atlanta School System was 
illegal and must cease. The At- 
lanta Board of Education was di- 
rected to make a plan and submit 
it by December 1959; which was 
done. There were certain defects 
in that plan which the city very 
willingly rectified and changed as 
stated by counsel a moment ago. 
The plan was finally approved, 
I think, Jan. 18th of this year. I 
was asked by the plaintiffs to 
put that plan into immediate ef- 
fect, which would mean to be ef- 
fective as of September 1960. 


Ruling Reserved 

As the Georgia Legislature had 
appointed a committee to study 
this matter and it was composed 
of 19 outstanding Georgians, I 
stated at that time that I would 
reserve a ruling until this date, 
May the 9th, and give the legis- 
lative committee an opportunity 
to make their report. 


I said that that would not delay 
the plan being effective in Sep- 
tember 1960, and neither has this 
postponement of the trial delayed 
it. I didn’t mean by that that I 
was going to order the plan to 
be effective as of September 1960. 
A great many people, including 
some newspaper writers, made 
that inference themselves; but I 
never did say that the plan would 
be effective as of September 1960. 
I merely said that by having a 
hearing on May the 9th rather 
than in January as to when it 
starts, that that would not delay 
it. It has not delayed it. 


I could on this date order the

Whether by ap- 
pointing it the Legislature was 
hoping to get more time or not, 
I do not know. Maybe they were. 
But I do not think that the ap- 
pointment of the committee was a 
useless act, nor do I think that 
it has not been without very sub- 
stantial benefits. 


Sibley Report 

The majority report here 
signed by the chairman, Mr. 
John A. Sibley—I regret to hear 
that he was injured a few days 
ago in an automobile accident. I 
am told that it was not serious, 
of which I am very glad—but 
this majority report is quite 
lengthy and I will not go into the 
details of it, but it makes sever- 
al recommendations here, some 
of which require a constitutional 
amendment and some of which 
do not. It recommends statutes 
in regard to tuition grants by the 
state to students who are not at- 
tending the public schools. It 
provides for teacher retirement 
and certain things requiring a 
vote of the people. But, as just 
pointed out, there are two rec- 
ommendations made which do 
not require a_ constitutional 
amendment, which the Georgia 
Legislature to be elected next 
September and convening next 
January, may adopt if they see 
fit, and that is the pupil place- 
ment or pupil assignment law, 
which the Board of Education 
has already adopted, and which 
this court has approved. 


If the Georgia Legislature will 
allow the people of Atlanta to put 
through such a plan it would 
prevent the closing of Atlanta 
schools in September 1961. 


The other provision which the 
Georgia Legislature could adopt 
which. might prevent the closing 
would be to allow the people of 
Atlanta to vote on the question 
as to whether they would rather 
close their schools entirely rath- 
er than to have any integra- 
tion or not. I'm not concerned 
now with the proposed legislative 
acts which would have to be rati- 
fied by the people, but merely 
point those two out. 


Now the report of this leg- 
islative committee, sometimes 
called the Sibley Committee on 
account of its chairman, states 
this: That in their hearings, over 
the State of Georgia, that three 
to two witnesses favor maintain- 
ing segregation even though— 
even at the cost of abolishing 
public schools. That in_ itself

Closing Feared 


So there is very definitely an 
increase in the number of people 
in the State of Georgia who fear 
the damage to the public school 
system by virtue of being closed 
for one year. They fear that so 
much that while they do not 
favor integration at all, they 
would rather have _ integration 
under a reasonable plan—I think 
a reasonable plan, which has 
been approved by this court, 
which Mrs. Motley, counsel for 
the plaintiffs, says is the mildest 
plan that she’s seen adopted any- 
where. Personally, I think the 
plan would be approved by the 
higher courts. I think it would. I 
could be mistaken. It would be a 
gradual and moderate integra- 
tion if it is approved. It would 
not throw all of our system into 
chaos and to a certain closing at 
least. 


Now I think it’s well known 
that in Georgia we have a dif- 
ferent feeling in the populous 
areas, in the cities, large towns, 
than what we have in the strict- 
ly rural area. Our cities and 
towns feel that they can handle 
the matter satisfactorily on ac- 
count of the residential patterns 
that exist; and as I have previ- 
ously pointed out, in some of my 
opinions on this matter, a white 
school located in the center of a 
white section will predominantly 
or altogether be filled with 
whites; a colored school in the 
middie of a colored section by 
the Negroes.

'Georgia a more different situa- 
tion exists because of the fact 
that the whites and the Negroes 
do not live in different areas. 
The residential pattern is more 
‘or less scattered. There are a 
number of large, consolidated 
schools taking pupils from vari- 
| us areas, and these areas are 
|the ones where there is some 
feeling at the present time that 
their preference would be to not 
allow the City of Atlanta to have 
any integration whatsoever, but 
rather to have their representa- 
tives in the Legislature to vote 
against anything that would give 


schools close. 


Dangers Inherent 


I call attention to the facts in 
this legislative report as to the 
dangers that are inherent in that 
kind of an attitude, where the 
opinion of a three-judge Federal 
Court in Virginia discussed all of 
that and ruled that if you close 
any schools, it’s unfair to the tax- 
payers in those areas to have to 
pay taxes and yet not get any 
schools, and as a result the court 
there in Virginia passed a decree 
which in effect ordered the Nor- 
folk school system to be reopened 
on an integrated basis and en- 
joined the state officials from con- 
tinuing to operate other schools 
unless the Norfolk schools were 
likewise opened. That's the dan- 
ger which our friends out in the 
rural area, or a great many, have 
seemed to overlook. 


This court has pointed out be- 
fore that a great many Southern 
states have already adopted pupil 
placement laws such as that which 
has been approved for Atlanta. 
They did not adopt pupil place- 
ment laws because they favored 
integration. They wanted segre- 
gation. I think I can safely say 
that at least for Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and South Carolina. And 
yet they passed these laws. They 
passed these laws so that if it 
came to the question of the court 
ordering integration, they would 
have gradual integration and not 
a sudden, explosive integration. 


Now so far, the Georgia Legis- 
lature has not seen fit to pass 


We neh 
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any such law. I think that atti- 
tude is somewhat like a general 
that says he’s not going to build 
up the fortifications around his 
army against an attack because 
he thinks that might invite the 
enemy to attack him. I don’t think 
so. I think that if you may have 
to retreat, it’s a good idea not to 
burn the bridges behind you. And 
I’m personally of the opinion that 
these other Southern states feel 
about integration the same way 
Georgia did, and were wise to put 
an escape there in case they ever 
needed it. 


Shocking Change 


I want to make it clear too that 
of these 19 outstanding people 
who signed this Sibley Report, all 
19 of them said that they were 
opposed to integration. They felt 
like that Georgia ought to be al- 
lowed to run like it has under a 
Supreme Court decision for the 
last 80 years under that decision, 
and ever since the state was 
founded, as far as segregation is 
concerned. Georgia about had 
time to get used to that practice 
ever since it was a state, and 
it’s rather shocking to try to 
change over to any other basis. 
But the fact that so many people 
in our state now favor gradual or 
token integration as it’s some- 
times called rather than closing 
the schools shows there has been 
a great shift in the sentiment. of 
the people, even those who are 
more or less vigorously opposed 
to any integration whatsoever. 


The majority of the members of 
this committee here said they fav- 
ored segregation, but it’s some- 
thing they can’t do anything about. 
I might say it’s any harbor in a 
storm, or it’s a question not of 
what you would like, but of what 
is inevitable. And if a storm 
comes you want a storm cellar. 
You certainly did not create the 
storm or want the storm, but you

Outstanding Group 


Now as was pointed out a mo- 
ment ago, those gentlemen that 
signed the minority report, they 
are also outstanding citizens of 
this state. They do not go along 


mendations, but I think the mi- 
nority impliedly recognized the 
situation in which we were placed. 
Paragraph 4 of their report is, 
quote, that the governor and the 
General Assembly of Georgia take 
such action and enact such mea- 
sures aS may be required from 
time to time consistent with the 
welfare and best interest of the 
children of Georgia, end quote, 
and it could well be that a great 
many people in the Legislature 
would vote to have some integra- 
tion or a gradual plan rather than 
a closing of all the schools in 
Georgia, because a great many 
citizens in the State of Georgia 
and mothers and fathers that are 
not financially able to afford the 
luxury of a private school, they 
would rather have some integra- 
tion than to have the schools to 
close and be thrown on their own 
resources as to educating their 
children. 


Now there is another thing I 
think is very important. The last 
Legislature which convened in 
January 1960 were made up of 
men who as I said a moment 
ago almost without exception ran 
on a platform of no intregation 
whatsoever. Since they were 


Not Dabbling 


I want to make it clear that this 
court’s not trying to dabble into 
the affairs of the Legislature or 
any state official of the State of 
Georgia, but trying to be as help- 
ful as possible. Neither is this 
court trying to contrive for the 
people of Georgia some machin- 
ery whereby the decision of the 
U.S. Supreme Court can be evad- 
ed because I don’t think we can 
evade it. 


The only thing this court has 
been trying to do is to give the 
Georgia Legislature an opportu- 
nity of passing some law which— 
or plan — which has already been 
approved by the courts, the Su- 
preme Court or a Circuit Court 
of Appeals which will permit the 
people of Georgia when integra- 
tion comes by order of the court 
of operating under some gradual 
plan rather than having the whole 
school system thrown into chaos 
and all closing and our school 
teachers all going away. 


And I have been careful not to 
try to make any direful predic- 
tions or anything of that sort be- 
cause I don’t know what will hap- 
pen. But we have some inkling 
of that by what's happened in 
other states. Georgia may not 
have learned anything from Ar- 
kansas or Virginia. They may pre- 
fer even to wait as long as Vir- 
ginia did until many, many thou- 
sands of children were out of 
school before they did anything at 
all. Some philosopher says that 
the one thing people learn from 
history is that you don’t learn 
anything from history, and maybe 
Georgia is the same way. I don’t 
know. 


I believe, though, that with the

kin, Mr. Charles A. Cowan, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Municipal 
Assn.:; Mr. Dent, president of 
Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce; Mr. Kennimer, the head 
of the Georgia Education Associa 
tion; Mr. Homer Rankin, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Press Assn. 
I hope I haven't left any of them 
out. But all of those leaders of 
Georgia are vitally interested in 
education and they all pointed out 
the dangers we face and the fact 
that we had better do something 
about it. And yet every one of 
them said that they are not in 
favor of integration. They are in 
favor of keeping our system like 
it always has been. They point 
out what they think we had better 
do as against today. It might be 
dangerous to do otherwise. 


Now in regard to the minority, 
these gentlemen see it differently. 
They say they want segregation. 
Well, so did the other group. They 
say that they want a guarantee 
that no Georgia child shall be 
forced against the desire of his 
parent or guardian to attend any 
public school where a child of the 
opposite race is enrolled. By that 
they refer to what’s known as the 
freedom of choice plan which Vir- 
ginia has adopted. I take it the 


‘majority doesn’t differ with them 


on that. 


They say that second, they fa- 
vor such legislation as may give 
grants in aid to children whose 
schools are integrated and where 
they wish to go somewWkere-else. I 
think maybe the majority agrees 
with that. I think a great many of 
our people do. Third, they favor 
the public school system being 
preserved on a segregated basis 
as far as it is possible to do so un- 
less closed by unprecedented—by 
Federal Court decree. I don’t 
think the majority would differ 
with them on that. 


The significant thing is, though, 
that the minority as I said before 
recommend that the governor and

| In any event, the details are 
‘not really important. There is 
'Negro crime, a great deal of it, 
| and of all varieties from the rela- 
tively innocent peddling of num- 


| bers tickets to the brutal mug- 


ably the toughest spot in all New 
York, a hostile crowd of 500 
poured into the streets after a 
stray bullet killed a delivery boy, 
and the police officials who han- 
died the emergency situation re- 
ported that only the grace of God 
averted a riot. A few days later 
one of the Commandos was 
mobbed and mauled in the course 
of a routine arrest of a Negro on 
complaint of his wife. 


At its most alarming, the crime 
pattern reflects the cutting edge 
of Negro bitterness against whites 
—a senseless, compulsive striking 
back against oppression, real and 
fancied, and against authority, 
which for the Negro equates with 
a white skin. 


But seen in any perspective, it 
is clear that this is only a minor 
part of the problem, and not in 
fact a growing part. The sociolo- 
gists can demonstrate from the 
record that crime is an inevitable 
product of the American ghetto, 
whatever the pigmentation of its 
residents. Wherever there is hu- 
man misery, and little hope for a 
cure, there emerges a pattern of 
broken homes and untended chil- 
dren, and in the end a kind of 
sullen revolt not only against the 
law but against the conventions 
of society.

The delay of 
one year granted to the Atlanta 
Board of Education will make it 
possible for a newly elected Legis- 
lature to face squarely the issue 
concerning the continuity of the 
operation of public schools in 
Georgia.” 


CHERRY HOPEFUL 


Jim Cherry, DeKalb County 
school superintendent, saw the 
ruling as an opportunity for Geor- 
gia to resolve its legal dilemma. 
“I feel that the Hooper ruling 
gives the representatives of the 
people of Georgia time and op- 
portunity to resolve the conflict 
between state and federal court 
rulings,” he said. , “If the Gen- 
eral Assembly will provide for 
local option and parent choice, I 
believe that public schools can 
continue to operate without in- 
terruption.”’ 


Parent choice is an idea that 


corporated in the Sibley Commis- 
sion majority report. 


John Sibley, the Atlanta banker 
who headed the study committee 
on the school issue, received the 
news of Judge Hooper’s ruling in 
a hospital room in Marietta. He 
was injured in an automobile 
crash Saturday. 


‘PRIVATE CITIZEN’ 


“I think probably it wouldn't 
be proper for me to comment”’ on 
the ruling, he said. He said he 
was now a private citizen again. 
The General Assembly specified 
that the study committee would 
cease to exist as soon as its re- 
port was miade to the presiding 
officers of the state House and 
Senate.

The Justice department claims 
that 934 of the 949 white citizens of 
voting age in Webster are reg- 
istered to vote. 


Mrs. McKinnon said she had 
not received word of the Justice 
department action. She said cur- 
rent voting regulations required 
her to destroy voting records after

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This contrast is cited merely to lead up to this point. In every 
city where a stadium has been built, the mayor of that city has led 
the campaign for the stadium. 


The mayors in Milwaukee, San Francisco, Baltimore, and 
other cities did not sit back and say that they were in favor of 
building a stadium. They did not sit back and say that they 
would approve a stadium if someone would uncover a sound 
financial program to pay for it. 


They went out and personally fronted the stadium programs. 
The County, of course, built Milwaukee stadium, but the mayor was 
a very active figure in the erection of said plant. 


Milwaukee County took the biggest gamble and collected in box 
car figures. When the thrifty burghers of that enterprising area 
authorized $5.91 million in general bonds to finance the proud plant, 
there were no pro tenants on the horizon. 


In fact, when the stadium was built, no major league team has 
shifted to anothér city in exactly 50 years. Not one single pro team 
promised to occupy County Stadium on a full-time basis. 


—Chance to End Bush League Era 


Nevertheless, the stadium was built. Lady Luck appropriately 
smiled, and the Boston Braves moved to town. Lou Perini was con- 
fident that folks interested enough in sports to build such a stadium 
were interested enough to support a major league team. The success 
of County Stadium is one of the brightest pages in sports. 


More than four million of the original bonds have already been 
retired. The Milwaukee Association of Commerce estimates that the 
Braves annually bring $8 million in business to the county. 


If Milwaukee could take such a gamble with no franchise, it 
appears that Atlanta and Fulton could take a chance on the new 
Continental baseball Jeague and the American Football League. For 
sure, Eaton Chalkley took a chance when he lined up the franchises 
without a stadium. 


There is no attempt here to paint an illuminating picture in 
regard te the Continental League. From a realistic viewpoint, 
it has tall hurdles to clear on many fronts before a pitch is 
thrown. 


Here’s hoping the Continental League is a booming succes. But 
if the Continental League does not succeed, Atlanta will eventually 
land a major league franchise with a stadium. Six municipally 
owned stadiums in the American and National Leagues are in the 
black. So a stadium in a sports-minded city such as Atlanta with 
more than 10 million people in a 200-mile radius wouldn’t appear 
to be a gamble. 


If Mayor Hartsfield had campaigned for a stadium during his 
lengthy tour in office, Atlanta would undoubtedly have a stadium. 


As mentioned, he has been an outstanding mayor in many re- 
spects. But if Mr. Hartsfield can stand on his sports platform and 
say that he is proud of it, then I'll be happy to apologize for every 
line of criticism. And I’ll be the first to admit that the criticism 
has been “unfair.” 


Meanwhile, I intend to keep jumping up and down until a major 
league city such as Atlanta ceases to be bush league in sports.

blade and sheath didn’t look too suspicious with 
a business suit, or get the attention of the man 
in the blue uniform, or the white. 


So I normally confine my pocket cutlery to 
penknives—which as you know, got the name 
from a couple of generations ago, when the small 
blade of a penknife was for the purpose of trim- 
ming your goose-quill pen. 


I suppose the gadget-type knife has a place 
somewhere, but few woodsmen I know prefer it. 
This is the one with a corkscrew, leather punch, 
screwdriver, bottle and can openers, and a va- 
riety of tools done up in a single handle. Natural- 
ly, as long as the knife is in your pocket you 
have those tools with you, but more than often 
they are simply bulk and weight and nothing else. 
No one ever needs a corkscrew any more—bottle 
tops have changed in style—and you seldom go 
around punching holes in genuine leather. Be- 
sides, your pointed knife blade can do the job 
just as well, if you have leather which needs 


punching. The screwdriver, and bottle and can 
openers are easier to haul around in your hunt- 
ing kit or tackle box if you are living out of 
bottles and cans. 


Hunting knife specifications are a basis for 
much outdoor discussion to which I have listened. 
Length and breadth of hunting blades seem to 


vary according to the needs on different parts of 
the continent. So the belt knives come in a va- 
riety of patterns, sizes and weights. 


Up in the Yukon, I noticed that the guides and 
local hunters appeared to prefer a heavy biade 
up to 9 or 9% Inches long, about the

DETROIT (?—More 1960 model cars will be built 
than in any year since 1957 but the total won't be as 


high as original estimates. 


The latest production projection 
comes from Ward's Automotive 
Reports which predicts 6,028,000 
cars for the model year. The 
industry had expected to top 
every year since record 1955 
(7,130,704), But if Ward's is right 
the total will miss both 1957 and 
1956 by at least 200,000 units. 


The stumbling block came right 
at the start of the model year 
when General Motors and Chrys- 
ler halted all production because 
of a lack of steel. Ford ran on 
a curtailed basis and only Ameri- 
can Motors and Studebaker-Pack- 
ard built to original schedules. 


A continuing rise in sales has 
caused some upward revisions in 
production plans for the current 
quarter, particularly for this 
month. Chrysler Corp. announced 
last week it will build 43,000 more 
cars in May and June than an- 
ticipated. 


Compact car output is steadily 
increasing and present indications 
are that Valiant will pass its 
parent Plymouth in calendar year 
totals within four weeks. Valiant 
in recent weeks has  outbuilt 
Plymouth by about 50 per cent. 
At the end of last week Plymouth’s 
total for the year was 112,539 
compared with 103,718 for Valiant. 


Industry passenger car  pro- 
duction last week totaled 143,019 
units compared with 135,654 in 
the previ week and 134,890 in 
the comparable week of 1959.

Wall Street’s top spokesman 
said he could not, of course, 
divulge publicly the names of 
stocks which he holds or is 
buying. 


But he did mention a number 
of “blue chips” while noting 
that he has “completed three 
MIP stock purchasing pro- 
grams, and am now work- 
ing on my fourth one.” 


A sort of installment buying 
plan, the MIP permits the pur- 
chase of shares listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange— 
securities market—for as little 
as $40 a quarter up to $1,000 a 
month. 


Its originator is in Atlanta 
for a two-day, regular quarter- 
ly meeting of the board of gov- 
ernors of the Assn. of Stock 
Exchange Firms (ASEF), who 
on Monday opened their first 
Atlanta session since 1948. 


Including some of the na- 
tion's top investment execu- 
tives among its 35 members, 
the ASEF governing board rep- 
resents some 600 brokerage 
firms which are members of 
the New York Stock Exchange. 


About half the trade associa- 
tion’s governors are from New 
York, with the remainder—in- 
cluding McKee Nunnally, part- 
ner in Courts & Co., Atlanta— 
from 16 other cities.
